The death Is announoed of the Kev, Dr. John
Campball, & well kKnown minlster of whe Kng-
Hsh Congregutionnlists, The deceased was born
1o 1795 in Seouand, and reoelved his eduoitlon
at the Universities of St Androws and Glas-
gow. Ile labored more than twenty yoears in
the ministry. On resignlog his position as a
minisivr, be devored Lilmsell entiroly to litera-
tore, being in taro the editor of several perioddi-
cals uncluding the Hritish Slandard), nnd the
author o v number ol works, especlinlly dontro-
versing, In 1830 he openad f controversy with
the Quevn's prioters on the Bible printing
monopuly, whileh resullod In the Immense ra-
duction of the price of the Soripiures. During
oty Wi, Dir, Ciomplied D was sierpassed by no oneg
and equnlied by few 120 ISl Jourinlists, In his
warm wdvocacy ol the catiseor the Unloed States
against the rebellious slavoholgers nod thicly
symypaihizersin Groat Britaln,

Prince Frederviek of Hesse Darmstadt,

This nobloman, a brother of the late Grand
Duke ot Hesse Darmstadt and uncle of the pre-
sent Dukie, dled recently at Paris, at the ad-
vyanced age of seveunty-ulne yvears, When n
young man Prinee Fiedorlck renounced the
Protestunt rellglon and ambraced Ontholleity,
becominga member of the clergy and belng a

llf caridinel of the Homan Cathelle Church.
His fatber, Loals 1 of MHesse Doarmstadt, who
wius 8 Bigoted Protestant, drove the deceased
from the Grand Duchy, aiter compelliog him to
make u renupelation of his rights Lo the sue-
cesslon of the docul throne, He retired to
France, nnd did not veturn to his native land
until kiter the death of hiw father in 1840, He
did not long remaln in the Duchiy, however,
but soon returned to Parls, where he lived In
greal retirement to the time of hils death,

In the death of M. Hittortl, member of tho
Instiiute, which took place recently at Parls,
the artistio world has suffered a severe loss.
The deceased was a native of Cologne, In whioh

olty he was born in 1782,  Eelng destined by his
father for an architectural lfe, he was placed
pnder the best masters Lo bls pative place, and
al seveuleen yours of age woas sent to D'aris,
where he studled under Percler and Dolanger,
who took & great interest In hils progress, lle
rapidly nttained & prominence, and in 1814 was
appoinied Inspector of Hoyal Bulldings;
and, on the death of Delanger suecoeded 1o
the poxition of Royal Architect., His prinelpal
works were the construction of the Church of
St Vincent de Paul, and the embellishment of
thie Champs Elysees, and the Plnce do la Con-
eorde, He also buill ['Ambign Conilgue
(theatre), with many other works of u different
chagacler.,. Among his lesser works moy be
mentioned the Abattolr du Roule. As an an-
thor, M, Hittorflf made soimne reputation by the
publicaiion of his *Auclent and Modern Arell-
tecture of Sieily,” togeilicry witn other works
relnting o art, In 1835 le was decorated with
the Leglon of Hovor, aud In 155 becnme n mems
ber o tuo Aspdemy of Fino Aris. Although n
pative ot Cologne (n Prussing, M, Hlittorll pre-
ferreid to retaln his Freven cltizensbip after
